1, THE objects of this Society shall be as follows:— 

f To advance the study of Greek language, literature, and art, and 
to illustrate the history of the Greek race in the ancient, Byzantine, 
* and Neo-Hellenic periods, by the publication of memoirs and unedited 
document* or monuments in a journal to he issued periodically, 

II. To collect drawings, facsimiles, transcripts, plans, end photograph* 
->! Greek inscriptions, MSS,, works of art. ancicftt sites and remains, and 
with this view to invite travellers to communicate to the Society notes 
or sketches of archaeological and topographical interest. 

ITL To organise means by which members of the Society may havr 
increased facilities for visiting ancient sites and pursuing archaeological 
researches til countries which, at any time, have been the sites of Hellenic 
civilization. 

2, The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, a Council, 
a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, and Ordinary Members. All officers 
o\ the Society shall be chosen from among its Members, and shall be 
tx officio members of the Council. 

3, The President shall preside at all General, Ordinary* or Special 
Meetings of the Society, and of the Council or of any Committee at 
which he is present. In case of the absence o( the President, one ol 
flic Vice-Presidents shall preside in his stead, and in the absence n i 
the Vice-Presidents the Treasurer. In the absence of the Treasure: 
the Council or Committee shall appoint one of their Members to preside.

4- The funds and other property of the Society shall be ,id ministered 
and applied by the Council in such, manner as they shall consider most 
conducive to the objects of the Society: in the Council shall also lie, 
vested the control of all publication:; issued by the Society, and the 
jjeticfaJ manage men t of ail its a ft airs and concern?. The number of the 
Council stiall not exceed fifty. 

S The Treasurer shall receive, on account «i the Society, all 
subscriptions, donations, or other moneys accruing to the funds thereof, 
and shall make all payment 4 ordered by tile Council. Ail cheque- shall 
be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Secretary, 

6 . In the absence of the Treasurer the Council may direct that 
cheques may be signed by two members of Council and countersigned 
by the Secretary. 

7. The Council shall meet as often a* they may deem necessary for 

the despatch of business. * 

S. Due notice of every such Meeting shall be sent to each Member 
of the Council, by a summons jignud by the Secretary

the three present be a permanent officer of the Society, shall be a

id All questions before the Council shall be determined by a 
majority of votes. The Chairman to have a casting vote. 

IT. The Council shall prepare an Annual Report, to be submitted 
to the Annual Meeting of the Society. 

1 2. The Secretary shall give notice in writing Co each Member or 
the Council of the ordinary days of meeting of the Council, and shall 
have authority to summon a, Special and Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Council on .* requisition signed by at least four Members of the Council. 

13 Two Auditors, not being Members of the Council, shall he 
elected by the Society in each year 

14 . A General Meeting of the Society shall be held in London in 
June of each year, when the Reports of the Council and of the Auditor* 
shall be read, the Council, Officers, and Auditors for the ensuing year 
elected, and any other business recommended by the Council discussed 


and determined. Meetings of the Society for the reading of papers 
may be held At such limes as the Council may fix, due notice being 
given to Members. 

tj The President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, and 
Council alia It be elected by the Members of the Society at the Annua l 
Meeting. 

r6. The President and Vice-Presidents shail be appointed for one 
year, after which they shall be eligible for re-election at the Annual 
Meeting. 

17, Onc-third of the Council shall retire ever)' year, but the Members 
so retiring shall be eligible for re-election at the Annual Meeting, 

1 3 , The Treasurer and Secretaries shall hold their office* during the 
pleasure of the Council. 

ji> The elections oj the Officers, Council, and Auditors, at the 
Annual Meeting, shall be by a majority of the votes of those present. 
Jhe Chairman of the Meeting shall have a casting vote. The mode in 
which the vote shall be taken shalt be determined by the President 
and Council. 

20. Every Member of the Society shall be summoned to the Annual 
Meeting by notice issued at least one month before il is held 

21. All motions made at the Annual Meeting shall be in Writing 
and shall be signed by the mover and seconder. No motion shall he 
submitted, unless notice of it has been given to the Secretary at least 
three weeks before the Annual Meeting. 

22. Upon any vacancy in the Presidency, occurring between the 
Annual Elections, one of the Vicc-F residents shall be elected by the 
Council to officiate as President until the next Annual Meeting. 

25. All vacancies among the other Officer* if the Society occurring 
between the same dates shall m like manner be provisionally filled up 
by the Council until the next Annual Meeting. 

24. The names of all candidates wishing to become Members of the 
Society shall be submitted to 4 Meeting of the Council, and at their 
next Meeting the Council shall proceed to the election of candidate* 
so proposed: no such election tt> be valid unless the candidate receives 
the votes of tho majority of those present.

RULES FOR THE USE OF THE LIBRARY 

AT si Af.HEHA.KLE STREET. 


[. That the Library be administered by the Library Committee, 
which shall be composed of not less than four members, two of whom shjiil 
form a quorum. 

II. That the custody and arrangement of ike Library be in the hands 
of tile Librarian and Assistant-Librarian, subject to the control of the 
Committee, and in accordance with Regulations drawn up by the said 
Committee and approved by the CollrcIL 

UJ. That all books, periodicals, plans, photographs, &C-. be received 
by the Librarian, Assistant Librarian ot Secretary and reported to the 
Council at their ncxL meeting. 

• IV. That every bo*>k or periodica! sent to the Society be at r.nde 
stamped with the Society's name, 

V That ail the Society's books be entered in a Catalogue to be kept 
by the Librarian, and that in this Catalogue such books, &c., are not to 
he lent out be a [unified. 

VI. That, except on Christ mss Day, Good Friday, and on Bank 
Holidays, the Library be accessible to Members on all week days from 
eleven a.m, to rix p.M. ^Saturdays, 11 A.M. to 2 p.m.), when either the 

Vssistant-Librarian, or in her absence some responsible person, shall be in 
attendance. Until further notice, however, the Library shall be closed for 
the vacation from July to August (inclusive) 

VII, That the Society's books with exception* hereinafter to be 
specified) be lent to Members under the following conditions'— 

n That tlie number of volumes lent at any one time to each 
Member shall not exceed three. 

i2) That the time during which Mtch book or books may be kept 
■dtall not exceed one month 

(3) Thai no books be sent beyond the limits of the United Kingdom 

VIII- That the manner in which books arc lent shall be as follows: — 

ft) That -ill request-! for the loan of books be addressed to the 
Librarian. 

(2) That the Librarian shall record alt such requests, and lend out 
the books In the order of application. 

3) That in each case the name of the book and of the borrower be 
inscribed, with the date, in a special register to be kept by 
the Librarian. 

>’4) Should a book not be returned within the period specified, the 
Librarian may reclaim it. 



(5) AH expenses of carriage to and fro shall be bpmt by the 

borrower, 

(6) All fo*di5 are due for return to Ike Library before the summer 

vacation. 

E X. That no book railing under the Following categories be lent out 
Under any circumstances :— 

(1) Unbound books. 

(2) Detached plates, plans, photographs, and the tike. 

{3) Kooks considered too valuable for transmission. 

(4) New books within one month of their coming into the 
Library. 

X That new books may be borrowed fur one week only, if they have 
been more than one month unci less than three months in the Library. 

XL That in the case of a book being kepi beyond the stated time the 
borrower be liable to a fine of 0(16 shilling ior each week after application 
lias I>;en made by the Librarian for its return, and if a book is lost the 
borrower be bound to replace it-

Very primitive examples of scab with linear characters were 
also illustrated, and it was pointed out that this linear class in Crete, which 
presented some curious resemblances to Greek and Phoenician letters, went 
back, on tin? whole, to a distinctly duller period than the conventionalized 
pictographic class, and might be largely described a» pre-Mycenaean 
Hitherto die. evidence hat] mainly rented «n r-vab and gtafjiu on vases 
Mr. Fvam was now able to describe flic discovery in the Cave of Psychro— 
the * Diktaion Antran 1 of Zens—beneath a votive and sacrificial stratum of 
Mycenaean date, of part of a libation rafale of steatite, imitated from a 
twelfth dynasty Egyptian model, bearing the remaining half of what seemed 
to be a dedication in Cretan linear characters The inscription consisted of 
nine letter- with two punctuations and was of the highest importance a* 
showing that this, pro-Phoenician script was applied to monumental a* well 
4 » personal objects. The Egyptian affinities of the libation table itself 
fitted in with other signs of intimate connexion b e t we e n Crete and the 
Egypt of the twelfth dynasty supplied by the decorative designs of seaistone 
and steatite vases. Here, however, in the imitation of an object of cult they 
had proof of a community so deep-lying that it could hardly have been due 
to mere commercial Intercourse. It pointed to continuous land-contact Tn 
the population influenced, and the probability became great that this and 
other vesfafee# r 'f the influence- of the old empire of Egypt in Crete were 
due til Libyan settlements in the island. If so, the thinnings of the Cretan 
linear script, which abet kerned to show Egyptian influences, might bt- 
ultimatcly found in Tripoli.

The Annual Meeting wa* held at 22, Albemarle Street, on July 5 l b. 
1807, Prof. Jcbb, M I" * President, in the chair. 

The Hon Secretary read the folio wing report on behalf of the l : turned'.— 

The Session just ended presents tto very striking fcatuics, bin the 
work of Llie Society lias been quietly and effectively carried on. 

Two Parts of the journal have appeared as usual and the contents 
speak for themselves There has, however, been a change of Editorship 
to which reference should here be made. Pjdfesor Percy' Gardner, 
who has borne the chief burden of Editorship ever since the journal was 
started, has found it necessary' to retire from its active management, 
though he will remain a member of the Consultative Committee it 
would be difficult to exaggerate the value of the services rendered to *lhe 
Society by Ptofesior Gardner during the st wen teen years of his close 
connection with the Journal. Until five years ago, when the. present 
Editorial Committee war, constituted, lhe main dutta of Editorship, corre¬ 
spondence, choice of papers, reading or proof?, were performed by Professor 
Gardner single handed. And even since Mr Leaf anil Mr. Arthur 
Smith were associated with htm in the work, * full share of labour and 
rtypcmslbitrtjr has naturally fallen DO the colleague whom long experience 
and wide kaowiedge have so eminently qualified to form a sound 
judgment on the matter ill I mud. PrOfessm Gardner will carry with 
him in hi- eetiremenl from these attduvtis duties the warm thanks of ail 
members of the Society, and not least of those on the Council who best 
know how devoted hi- service ha* been. 
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Rcfbre leaving th* Subject of the Journal H may he ridded that fin 
Index is m preparation to Volumes IX*—XVI inclusive* tiul to the 
Su ppkmen t&ry Papers. 

The Society has suJTcied ^mc serious losses by death during the pa^t 
year* and especially during the last few months. Among those who have 
passed away may h; mentioned Archbishop Beiuson ; Sir V olla^ton I-ranks,
